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PREFACE. 


The  dialect,  called  zaban-i-iirdu^  rekhta,  hindi  or  Hindustani,  was  formed  through 
the  intercourse  of  the  IMuhammadan  invaders  of  India  with  tlie  people  they  found 
in  that  country  : and,  though  its  structure  is  chiefly  Indian,  yet  the  materials  of 
which  it  is  composed  are  taken  abundantly,  almost  at  pleasure,  from  the  Persian, 
Arabic  and  other  foreign  languages,  as  well  as  from  the  various  dialects  peculiar 
to  the  Hindus.  Being  thus  derived  from  many  different  sources,  and  as  a living 
language,  so  constructed,  liable  to  continual  increase  and  alteration,  it  is  extremely 
copious,  and  very  indeterminate  both  as  to  the  words  which  may  be  used  and  as  to 
the  sense  in  which  many  words  are  adopted.  Besides,  nothing  in  the  shape  of  a 
dictionary  has  yet  been  published  by  those  who  use  this  dialect  as  their  mother 
tongue.  Much  indulgence,  therefore,  ought  to  be  shewn  to  the  first  lexicographers 
of  this  language  : and,  though  many  deficiencies  exist  in  Captain  Taylor’s  collec- 
tion, which  Dr.  AVilliam  Hunter  revised,  augmented,  and  published  at  Calcutta 
in  1808,  yet  great  praise  is  due  to  the  authors  of  that  work  for  the  care  and  dis- 
cernment, which  the  general  accuracy,  good  taste  and  arrangement  of  it  exhibit. 

The  difficulty,  which  has  already  sometime  existed,  of  procuring  the  publication 
above  alluded  to,  proves  how  acceptable  it  was  to  the  publick  ; especially,  if  regard 
be  had  to  the  contracted  demand  which  works  of  the  like  nature  generally  obtain  : 
and,  for  students  of  Hindustani,  a similar  or  some  additional  aid  has  become  ur- 
gently necessary.  The  following  work,  therefore,  founded  on  the  “ Hindoostanee 
and  English  ” Dictionary  of  Dr.  William  Hunter,  has  been  prepared  : and,  though 
some  thousands  of  Hindustani  words,  gathered  from  good  authors,  are  here  added 
to  the  collection  of  Captain  Taylor  and  Dr.  Hunter ; yet,  as  it  has  been  judged 
expedient  to  pass  over  many  of  the  quotations  in  that  work  which  seem  of  secondary 
consideration  to  beginners  of  the  language,  to  abridge  some  parts,  and  to  print 
with  smaller  types  and  much  more  closely,  the  present  publication  is  by  nearly  one 
half  less  in  bulk  and  expense  than  the  foregoing. 

In  an  original  work,  such  as  that  of  Dr.  Hunter,  to  which  no  corrections  of  the 
errors  after  printing  were  ever  subjoined,  some  mistakes  must  inevitably  occur : 
and  these,  it  is  hoped,  have  been  rectified  in  such  extracts  from  that  work  as  the 
following  sheets  contain. 

Before  the  words  herein  explained,  the  initial  roman  letter  of  the  name  of  the 
language,  from  which  each  appears  derived,  if  known,  is  marked  ; thus  h.  for 
Hindi,  s.  for  Sanskrit,  a.  for  Arabic,  p.  for  Persian,  x.  for  Turkish,  g.  for  Greek, 
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and  the  like:  but,  where  the  derivation  is  unknown,  or  is  uncertain,  u.  is 
prefixed  : and,  if  the  word  has  changed  its  form  or  is  corrupted  in  the  derivation, 
a slanting  or  italick  letter  is  generally  adopted  by  way  of  distinction. 

Of  the  derivations  given,  though  many  are  evidently  correct,  yet  some,  especially 
of  those  taken  from  the  Sanskrit,  are  conjectural ; or  they  are  words  which,  bearing 
a resemblance  in  sense  and  sound,  are  introduced  when  no  more  probable  originals 
have  been  discovered : they  should  therefore,  in  such  cases,  be  received  with 
caution  j and,  it  is  hoped,  they  will  be  regarded  with  indulgence. 

In  denoting  the  pronunciation  of  words  by  italick  letters,  the  vowels  «,  e,  i,  o,  % 
are  intended  to  represent  the  Italian  powers  of  the  same  letters  ; and  the  con- 
sonants, for  the  most  part,  convey  the  sounds  appropriated  to  them  in  English  : 
thus,

His  younger 
brother  Bharata  was  son  of  Kekazyl,  who  was 
the  cause  of  Rdma's  going  to  the  desert  to 
perform  devotions,  on  the  banks  of  the  Pampd- 
mdl,  insisting  that  her  son  should  reign  the 
fourteen  years  that  Rdma  employed  in  the 
devotion.  It  was  while  performing  his  devo- 
tion (or  during  his  stay  in  the  forests)  in  com- 
pany with  Lakshamana  (his  brother  by  Su- 
rnitrd),  that  Rdxana  appeared  as  a beggar, 
while  he  was  absent  hunting,  and  enticed 
away  Slid  : which  gave  rise  to  the  war  de- 
tailed in  the  Rdmdyana,  Bltd  was  daughter 


of  Janaka  Rdjd,  who  had  promised  to  give 
her  to  any  person  who  could  break  a certain 
bow,  which  was  done  by  Rdmachandra.  When 
in  the  forest,  he  drew  a circle  round  Slid, 
and  forbad  her  to  go  beyond  it,  and  left  Lak- 
shamana to  take  care  of  her  ; but,  Lakslunnazia 
hearing  some  noise  which  alarmed  him  for 
his  brother,  left  her  to  seek  him  : then  it  was, 
that  Rdxana  appeared  and  enticed  her  out  of 
the  circle  (gandl),  and  carried  her  off  in  his 
flying  chariot.
